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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
41 8 F.2d 528, 1 63 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1 969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-19 of U.S. Patent No. 
6838510 in view of Baba et'al. (JP 01-40566-A, also known as JP 64-40566-A, as 
evidenced by the USPTO obtained translation). The difference between the present 
claims and those of the '51 0 reference is the further inclusion of aluminum flake pigment 
which has been surface coated with a polymer containing acrylic acid, an acrylic acid 
ester, epoxylated polybutadiene, and divinylbenzene. Reference '566 discloses 
aluminum flakes having a resinous coating formed from epoxidized 1 ,2-polybutadiene, 
trimethylolpropane triacrylate, acrylic acid, and divinylbenzene (example) which are 
suggested for use in metallic paint and filler of synthetic resin compositions. Reference 
'510 contemplates pigments for its molding composition (column 8, lines 22-29). 
Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
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the invention to have employed the specific pigment of reference '566 in the mixtures of 
reference '510 since such is broadly suggested and one would have a reasonable 
expectation of suitability. 

Citation of Pertinent Prior At 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Hashizume (US 6541540-B2) discloses aluminum flakes which are coated by 
polymer of multiple monomers (e.g. example 1 ) for use in coatings. There is no 
disclosure or suggestion to employ these flakes in polypropylene based mixtures as 
required by Applicant's claims. 

Banba (US 4434009) discloses aluminum flakes which are coated by polymer of 
multiple monomers for use in paints. There is no disclosure or suggestion to employ 
these flakes in polypropylene based mixtures as required by Applicant's claims. 

Camelon et al. (US 3932320) discloses aluminum flakes which are coated by 
thermoplastic polymer of multiple monomers for use in paints. There is no disclosure or 
suggestion to employ these flakes in polypropylene based mixtures as required by 
Applicant's claims. 

Higashi et al. (US 6169144-B1) was cited in the corresponding EP 1391483-A1 . 
Matsumura et al. (US 5856400-A) was cited in the corresponding EP 1391483-
